VEST’S CONNECTION WITH THE PAN 
ELECTRIC TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


The Missouri Senator’s Statement to the In- 
vestigating Committee—A Square Business 
Transaction Made Without any Solicitation 
—A Fifteen-Dollar Dividend for an Invest- 
ment of One Thousand. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—Mr. Hale 
of Missouri, and Mr. Millard of New York, a 
sub-committee of the Pan Electric. Telephone 
Investigating Committee, called at the house 
of Senator Vest yesterday afternoon and 
heard the story of his connection with the 
company as a purchasing owner of stock. 
Senator Vest is unwell and leaves for Florida 
on Friday. It was at his request that they 
took his testimony yesterday. The full com- 
mittee will meet Friday, and it is expected 
that the Rogers family will be 
first called as witnesses. Senator 
Vest’s testimony will also be submitted. 

VEST’S STATEMENT. 

Senator Vest said: In June, 1884, I pur- 
chased 100 shares of stock in the Pan Electric 
Telephone Company, for which I paid to Sena- 
tor Isham G. Harris, treasurer of the com- 
pany, $1,000 cash, giving my check on the 
National Metropolitan Bank of this city for 
that amount, and which check my bank book 
shows to have been paid on the next day. At 
the time of the purchase I received from Sen- 
ator Harris the following paper.

THE passage of the Blair bill by the Sen- 


ate and the consequent prospect of its 
passage by the House easily tempts us to 
speculate upon the results of such a law 
in Missouri.

This is probably about the amount 
which Missouri would get each year out 
of the Blair bill, and the people of this 
State would have their choice between two 
courses. They could either add the Blair 
fund to the school fund, and thus double 
the resources of public education, or they 
could substitute the Blair fund for the 
school fund and relieve the tax-payers of 
that amount. This latter course, however, 
would require an amendment of the Con- 
stitution, which would be very hard to 
secure.

give the matt ar a thorough sifting. That, at 
any rate is the programme now announced. 

It is possible, though, that the task may not 
pe undertaken with that degree of enthusiasm 
which might give hope of some successful re- 
gult. The points involved touch upon party 
interests and so intertwine and weave them- 
selves around people and conditions at the 
City Hall that Grand-jurors, particularly jurors 
ofthe Democratic persuasion, hesitate about 
lifting the cover from the corruption and say, 
when asked to take notice of the facts, Oh, 
we don't see why we should take cognizance 
ofthis matter, Itmay be allsoand possibly 
it may be much worse than it is represented, 
dut let some other Grand - jury tackle it and 
get the blame. 

The writer has no positive knowledge, that 
any special Grand-jury has offered this excuse, 
put the language has been gathered from the 
attitude of some juries, and is typical of the 
indifference with which so important, serious 
and preponderant a question has been met. 

There is reason to suppose that to this in- 
difference and neglect in a great degree, must 
be attributed the dilatoriness of justice in set- 
tling the responsibility for the irregularities 
and frauds of the mayoralty election. 

Misdemeanors and felonies are known to 
have been committed in almost every precinet 
of the city on the 7th of last April. Many of 
these have been either indicated or fully de- 
scribed in the columns of the PosT- DISPATCH, 
and it is impossible for anybody to plead igno- 
rance of them. 

The voting of dead men, the impersonation 
of citizens absent from the city, the disfran- 
chisement by wholesale of voters, and numer- 
ous cases of fraudulent registration have been 
spread in type for the delectation of the 
general public, and the Oircuit Attorney says 
that these are either felonies or so closely re- 
lated to the same that when the motive is con- 
sidered they may be classed in the felony 
record. i 

The forgery of a Judge’s name in Precinct 28 
of the Second Word has been announced and 
clearly substantiated: by the affidavit of the 
Judge who did not serve,but whose name was 
signed to the oath and to the returns. 

The frauds in Tom Cleary’s block between 
Dickson street and Cass avenue on Twenty- 
second street have been made so apparent 
that even a blind man ought to be able to ap- 
preciate if not to see them. 

The disembodied boarders at Delegate Mor- 
rissey’s hashery in the First Ward and Ed 
O’Brien’s boarding-house on Main street have 
united their angelic voices and appealed to the 
dispensers of justice to acknowledge their 
presence and importance in the body politic. 

The corpus delicti has been proved in all 
these cases, and there is no _ \loop- 
hele of escape from the gravity of the 
offense or the grossness of the infamy. 

With such anjarray of confessed and acknow!l- 
edged sins—for they have not in any single 
case met with eontradiction, or with anything 

else except possibly senseless objection—it is 

difficult for anybody except the people at the 

City Hall and the gentlemen who have since 

been rewarded for their valuable services at 
the Mayoralty election, to understand why the 
criminal phase of the irregularities has not 
been investigated, 

A declaration is made in certain quarters 
that the criminal proceedings have been de- 
layed to give the civil process a chance, but 
this can hardly be aecepted as a valid 
excuse. Oriminal courts are not mere 
conveniences for the people—they are not 
courts of last resort. No, they should be ap- 
pealed to immediately and no opportunity 
should be given the offender to escape by 
compounding the crime for any consideration 
that civil process might offer. 

The Investigating ..Committee, they say, 
asked that the Grand-jury’s researches be 
postponed; the committee had no right to 
make such a request any more than 
the Oireult Attorney had to grant 
it; such an appeal would not be listened to in 
a case of murder, and the despoliation of a 
man's rights ig a crime very much akin to 
stripping him of his life. 

Every fraudulent vote cast at any election 
means the death of a citizen and his complete 
obliteration from the community as far as a 
voice in its welfare and existence is con- 
cerned. 

The delay hz taken place however, and now 
no other course remains open tothe twelve 
gentlemen sitting in the Four Courts in the 
capacity of Grand-jurors, than to proceed 
at once and in earnest with the 
work of tearing the masks from the faces of 
the thieves and scoundrels who stole thou- 
sands of honest votes and converted them to 
their own purposes, whether these purposes 
were successful or not, last April. 

It is presumed thatthe present Grand-jury 
will do that work, but they expect to meet 
with many serious and, perhaps, with some 
insurmountable obstacies. 

They can, as has already been done very 
clearly, trace many of the infamies from the 
City Hall to the polls and from the polls back 
to the Oity Hall again, but at the City 
Hal the frauds have their citadel; 
they are intrenched in the ballat-boxes, and 
the act ot ’83 is the banner they hang out 
flauntingly whenever the champions of hon- 
esty and the honest vote make an assault. 

Already the custodians of the ballot- boxes 
are in a shameful attitude before the public, 
holding the veil of concealment before the face 
of infamy, but when the Grand-jury goes to 
them for information, which will, of course, 
be withheld, they will then be in the still more 
shameful, bus equally defiant, attitude of pro- 
tecting felons and defying the law. 

The City Hall will, though, it is thought, be 
circumvented in any,effort they make to pre- 
Vent the punishment of the perpetrators of the 
April frauds. ,

Wheelmen of the city, The thing had such a 
weird look that one beholder said it reminded 
him of anight-mare, A spectator observing 
first one man and then another get into the 
machine and ride off easily could scarcely 
believe that he was gazing on the 


made. But euch it was, and it 
the one that the fertile brain of Charles E. 
Duryea has evolved. Mr. Duryea, 2 to a 
few months ago, was a resident of th whey & 
and for two * studied on the * idéa 
of making a bicycle without spokes. t fall, 
after getting the details well worked out, he 
went to Peoria, III., where he has since 
devoted all his time to inventing, and espe- 
cially to making a model of this wonderful 
idea. Being a practical wheelman himself and 
the inventor of several bicycle appliances, 
including the Duryea saddle, he 
was not long in getting the model put together. 
To do this he used only the roughest kind of 
material, and conaequently the machine as 
shown to-day weighed twice as much as it will 
when the gas-pipe is replaced py fine steel 
and the cog-wheels with chain gearing. The 
wheel is not only spokeless but St is fnelined 
away from the rider, which at first adds to ite 
strange appearance. The wheel, as shown to- 
day, had a diameter of fifty-two inches. Nota 
Spoke was in it, and the driving 
— was laced on the rim, 
the ig whee passing under the 
gearing by running on small idle-wheels. The 
pedals are of the regular tricycle kind. The 
rider’s seat is placed on an iron support ex- 
nate upward from the gearing, and as the 
whee! is inclined toward the right the rider’s 
seat is removed afew inches from the tire, 
over which one armis thrown to grasp the 
handle. The rider thus presents the spectacle 
of a rider within his wheel and at the same 
time over it. Itgives one’s ideas of mechanics 
ashock to see a rider propelling a wheel 
around under his arm. The equilibriem is 
maintained by means of a little. wheel be- 
hind as in an ordinary bicycle. 

It has been ridden over granite, up and down 
sidewalks, and has worked to perfect satisfac- 
tion even in its crude form. No header can be 
taken on it as the rider sits as in an open tri- 
cycle. Besides its other peculiarities, it is the 
first one-track cycle ever made that a lady 
could ride as easily as a man. Mr. Duryea 
was with the wheel to-day, and treateda Post- 
DISPATCH representative to a ride around the 
room.

THE BLAIR EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


How the Appropriation Will Be Distributed 
—Missouri’s Share. 

The Blair Educational Bill has passed the 
United States Senate, and there is a strong 
probability that it willreceive favorable con- 
sideration in the National House of Repre- 
sentatives at an early day. The bill provides 
for the appropriation of $77,000,000 withina 
period of eight years, inthe following sums: 
The first year, $7,000,000; second year, 310, 000, 
000; third year, $15,000,000; fourth year, 
$13,000,000; fifth year, $11,000,000; sixth 
year, $9,000,000; seventh year, $7,000,000; 
eighth year, $5,000,000. here sums to 
be apportioned among the different 
States and Territories in proportion to the 
number of resident illiterate children of school 
age; the census of 1880 to be taken as a basis of 
computation up to 1890, after which date the 
apportionment to be made on the census of 
that year. The number of illiterates of 10 
years or morein this State is 208,754, and the 
amount of money which Missouri will receive 
under the rovisions of the Blair bill 
is in the neighborhood of 32,588,675. This 


amounts should the bill become a law, will be 


received by the State Superintendent of Public 
Schools and disbursed by him among the dif 
ferent school districts of the State with refer- 
ence to the illiteracy of the residents. | a care · 
ful estimate of the distribution of the illiterate 
population of the State, based upon the census 
of 1880, the sum which will be received by the 
local schoo! authorities is placed at an average 
of $70,000 per annum. he money so received 
will be exvended by the Schoo! Board in the 
erection of new school-houses, the 17 
ment of an additional force of teachers and in 
enlarging in numerous ways the educational 
facilities of the city.

MONTE CARLO, March 11.—Three passengers, 
an engineer and a guard were instantly killed 
in the collision which occurred on the railroad 
between Monte Carlo and Mentone yesterday. 
Twenty of the passengers were injured, thir- 
teen of them very dangerously. The collision 
happened on a sharp curve which the two 
trains, both filled with travelers, tried to 
round at the same time on a singletrack. The 
trains were badly telescoped and thrown 
from the track. The point where 
the collision occurred is situated 
on a cliff overlooking the sea and 
about 120 feet above the beach. Two of the 
carriages which were thrown from the track 
and fell down this cliff rolled a considerable 
distance in the shallow water at the base and 
imbedded themselves in the sand. Both these 
coaches were full of people, and the wonder 
is that all were not killed. The wounded have 
been conveyed to hotels at Monte Carlo, Many 
of the travelers were Americans and English- 
men, and the calamity has cast a gloom over 
the American and English colonies here.

IN A FEARTUL GALE, 


The Terrible Passage of the Schooner John 


Mollard—Out of Provisions. 

Boston, March 11.—The schooner John Mol- 
lard from Barrington, N. S., for Boston, with 
twenty passengers, arrived yesterday after a 
terrible passage of thirteen days. Starting on 
a trip which ordinarily would take about for- 
ty-eight hours, covering a distance of about 
208 miles, she sailed and drifted a distance of 
at least 908 mires, and at one time, after having 
been at sea for eight days, was blown within 
thirty miles of her starting place. Capt.Brown 
gives the following account of his perilous 
trip: 

The schooner isasmall one of 208 tons. 
She left Cape Island February 21 in ballast, 
with nineteen passengers for Bos- 
ton. At the start the wind was 
east, north-east. At $3 a. m. the 
wind began to blow from the south and at 
noon it had become a gale, and the schooner 
was placed under a two-r.ef foresail. At 8 
the next morning, while running be- 
fore a tremendous gale with a 
bad sea, the foreboom broke and 
I was badly hurt by the flying parts. All this 


time the schooner was flying off shore. The 
wind and sea were tremendous and the vessel 
was iceing up bad. The mate was taken down 
sick, and the passengers were obliged to lend 
a hand to knock the ice off the vessel. At 
sundown it was snowing and blowing a hurri- 
cane. The tremendous sea running came 
pounding on board and the the vessel was in 
great danger of sinking. It was finally 
decided to try oil. A bag was rigged: filled 
with ten pounds of oakum, saturated with oil, 
and then placed over the bows. The result 
was wonderful. The sea was instantly caimed, 
and instead ot breaking se 8, the waves were 
smooth all- but the schooner. On March 1 it 
was still blowing and snowing and the weather 
wasintenselycoid Fearing the schooner would 
strike on Gorge's Bank, the jib was got on 
her and afterward the mainsail was set double 
reefed. All this time the schooner was pound- 
ing and straining badly, and the heavy accnu- 
mulation of ice on the boom caused it to break. 
At 2 p.m. we sighted asteamerto the south- 
ward, aud being out of provisions, set a signal 
of distress. No attention was paidtous. The 
next day the gale continued, and the vessel 
was so badly iced up that she resembled an 
ice-berg. All hands suffered intensely. The 
provisions had run so low that all hands were 
placed onan allowance. In the afternoon a 
steamer was sighted, and in answer toour 
signal she bore down tous. She proved to be 
the Clymore of London, bound to New York. 
It was blowing a perfect hurricane, and as the 
schooner’s boats were badly damaged it was 
found impossible to use them, Finally the 
steamer’s commander sent a buoy adrift with 
a line attached, and as it came across our bow 
it was pulled on board andon thisa quantity 
of provisions were sent on board: The aid 
extended by the steamer was a Godsend, for 
without this help we would have perished 
from starvation, as provisions for but afew 
hours were left on board. From this time 
until March 6the weather improved slightly, 
although it was still blowing and the weather 
was very cold. On the &th the schooner was 
within thirty miles of her original starting 
point. Thence to port we had moderate 
weather.’’ 

The captain’s log ends with: ‘‘Arrived at 
quarantine; ail hands are thankful for their 
safe deliverance. Thank God.’’

FIRST OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THE 
GRIEVANCES OF GOULD’S EMPLOYES. 


Chairman Irons Formulates the Demands of 
the Strikers and Sends the Document to 
Vice-President Hoxie—The Convict System 
—Apprenticeships — The Question of Pay— 
How Employes are to Be Discharged. 


Martin Irons, Chatrman of the Executive 
Board of District Assembly, No. 101, K. of L., 
prepared the following statement of the griev- 
ance and the demands of the employes of the 
Southwestern system, and mailed it last night 
from Sedalia, Mo., to Col. H. M. Hoxiein this 
city. 


The Statement. 

In order that the public may understand 
why the present strike isin existence on the 
Gould Southwest system, and in order toshow 
to the public the falsity of the ‘circular issued 
from the Executive Department of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway, addressed to the em- 
ployes of said road, but in reality intended 
for the public for the purpose of eliciting pub- 

c sympathy, we present our side of the 
— Wes consider the circular too 
insignificant to 4 to in detail. It is indeed 
surprising that railroad magnates who have 
so long insulted the people with the e ithet 
„he damned, will come down on their knees 
and cater to them for sympathy. a 

The settlement of the strike of March, 1885, 
in which we had no voice, but which we ac- 
cepted in good faith, and which has been kept 
inviolate by us, has been repeatedly violated 
by the company, viz., by not restoring to all 
the employes the wages paid priorto Sep- 
tember, 1884, in several places onthe Texas & 
Pacific Railroad, as well as on the Missouri 
Pacific Road and its branches, and by the dis- 
charging of employes contrary to the spirit 
and intent ot the settlement. 

Now it is the belief of every Knight of Labor 
on the system that the companies therein 
mentioned have inaugurated a systematic 
method for the purpose of breaking up the 
organization of tne Knights of Labor on the 
system, and thatthe placing of the Texas & 
Pacific in the hands of a receiver and under 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
court is the main feature of their 
scheme, and in order to meet and de- 
feat these M and blood- sucking 
corporations and their governmental allies, 
and in order to secure redress for the foregoing 

rievances and the following demands, we 
fave inaugurated this strike. 

In order to bring about a speedy adjustment

now existing between the management of the 
Missouri Pucific Railway Company, leased and 
operated lines, andthe Texas & Pacific Rail- 
way Company and all its branches and their 
employes, the District Executive Board of 
District Assembly No. 101, of the Knights of 
Labor of America, submits the following basis 
of settiement to the management to the afore- 
said roads: 

BASIS OF SETTLEMENT. 

First, a conference to be arranged with the 
management of the aforesaid Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, leased and operated lines, 
and the Texas & Pacific Railroad and all its 
branches, as party of the first part, and the 
District Executive Board of District Assembly, 
No. 101, as party of the second part, for the 
8 of settling the following grievances 

y arbitration. 

1. That all unskilled labor employed by the 
roads previously mentioned, now rece — 
less than $1.50 per day be paid attherate o 
$1.50 per day, the above to include all section 
laborers, trackmen, and crossing watchme n. 

. The abolishment of convict labor 
on the above named roads, and that convicts 
now employed in the Missouri Pacific leased 
and operated lines, and Texas Pacific Railway 
and all its branches be immediately dis- 
charged. 

3. That the rate of pay of all bridgemen 
be restored to the rates of September, 1884, 
viz.: In a gang of ten men, two at $2.75, four 
men at $2.50, two men at $2.25 and two men 
at $2. 

4. That all house-repair gangs be rated 
as bridgemen. 

5. That all boarding bosses for bridge 
gangs shali be entitled to half rates of freight 
on all supplies for use of bridge outfits. 

6. That when outfit cars are moved at 
night or on Sunday, bridgemen shall be al- 
lowed one and one- half time while being so 
moved. 

7. That while bridgemen are compelled to 
work in water at washouts, etc, they shall be 
allowed double time when so engaged. 

8. That when bridgemen are detached from 
their gangs on special service they shall be 
aliowed time and halftime while traveling at 
night, and straight time for all other time 
until they return to their respective gangs. 

9. Tnat bridgemen having families shall be 
permitted to travel on their gang-passes to 
and from their homes for the purpose of visit- 
ing their families at least twice per month. 

10. That a system be established for the gov- 
ernment of the employ and wages of appren- 
tices on the Gould Southwest system of rail- 
roads as follows: That four years constitute 
an apprenticeship, and that the scale of wages 
be xed as follows: For the tirst 
year, $1 per day; for the second year, $1.25 per 
day ; for the third year, $1.75 per day, and for 
the fourth and last year, $2.25 per day; and at 
the expiration of their term of apprenticeship 
they are to receive the average journeyman’s 
wages of the department to which they belong; 
and that no boys under the age of 17 years be 
admitted as apprentices in any department on 
the above-mentioned roads; and that in each 
case articles of agreement shall be signed by 
the representative of the railway company of 
the first partand the legal representative of 
the applicant for the apprenticeship of the 
seeond part; and that in no case shali the ratio 
of apprentices be more than one to every eight 
mechanics, andthat no more apprentices be 
employed until the number is reduced to the 
above mentioned ratio. 

ll. In view of the fact that considerable 
dissatisfaction and trouble have arisen on ac- 
count of the discharge of employes without 
cause first bei made known, therefore we 
demand that when any employes who are 
Knights of Labor do not give satisfaction in 
the capacity in which they are engaged, it 
shall be made known to them in writing, that 
they may defend themselves in the 2 
manner: The acoused party to select two per- 
sons to assist in conducting the defense, and 
the officer ofthe company in immediate 
— of the department in which the ac- 
cused is — ed be allowed to select two per- 
s0ns to assistin conducting the prosecution; 
and that the accused be tried before three dis- 
interested parties, to be selected in the follow- 
ing manner: The parties assisting in the de- 
fense to select one and the parties assisting in 
the prosécution one, and the two thus select- 
ed choose the third. The accused must be 
allowed to remain at work until the charges 
are either disproved or substantiated. 

12. We demand that all men be paid the same 
wages for the same work—In other words, that 
when a man quits or is taken off a job that pays 
a certain price, that his successor receive the 
same rate of pay. 

13. We further demand that all men who 
have been unjustly discharged from any of the 
aforesaid roads be immediately reinstated in 
their respective positions at the cunclusion of 
a pop difficulties.

: PRISONERS AT KEX WEST. 


—Statement of the Capture. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JACKSONVILLE, FLA., March 11.—The United 
States steamer Galena, with the captured Oity 
of Mexico, are still in the harbor at Key West. 
Your correspondent returned from Key West 
yesterday, where the following statement was 
secured trom the imprisoned passengers on 
board the City of Mexico: We left New York 
tor Progreso, December 22, with a cargo of 


landing. We were destitute of water and in 
great need, and the captain decided to 
continue to Corn Island. Arriving 
at St. Andrews the passengers at- 
tempted to land, but the authorities 


drove us off in consequence, as they stated, 
of the Republic of Columbia being in a state of 
siege. Ail efforts of the captain and consular 
agent proved unavailing, and we decided to 
continue the voyage to Kingston, Jamaica. 
When orders were given to weigh anchor the 
first mate, who was intoxicated, mutinied and 
refused to do his duty. The crew demanded 
that the passengers be disarmed and thatthe 
consular agent remain on board until Kingston 
was reached. The demand for arms resulted 
in obtaining fifteen revolvers and three guns, 
which were placed in charge of the captain. 
Another difficulty now arose. The consular 
ent demanded $600 in gold to contine to 
ngston, and the captain was compelled to 
borrow the money from one of the passengers 
and pay him on the following morning. 
The first mate again showed — of mutin 
and abused every one on bo . Other diff 
culties presented themselves and the consular 
agent sentto Colon for assistance. In five 
days the Galena arrived with the United 
States Consul at Colon on board, who ordered 
the captain under arrest ana placed an armed 
crew from the Galena in charge of the vessel. 
Del Gadio and Manuel Morey were placed 
under arrest on board of the Galena without 
granting the passengers a hearing. We left 
the island, and a short distance from the har- 
bor we encountered the Spanish Nr 
Jorge Juan, at anchor. 1 a 
conference, the understanding was that 
the City of Mexico should proceed 
Key West. Capt. Kelly was locked up ina 
cabin as a ‘prisoner on board of 
the American man-of-war. * to this date 
the passengers have already been under ar- 
rest almost three weeks and are still ignorant 
of the charge preferred against them. No ex- 
amination has been had nor has any state - 
ment been solicited as to where we were 
bound for, or the object of our visit. We only 
know that we are held as prisoners, to be dis- 
posed of as fancy or caprice may dictate, and 
what is more we are being osed to conta- 
gion from yellow fever, of which there are 
several cases on board the Galena.’’ 
The captain of the Galena, O. W. Chester, 
refused, emphatically, to say anything about 
the City of Mexico or the prisoners on board. 
As regards the yellow fever the commander 
—— there was but one case on board the Ga- 
ena.

FOU GHT TO THE DEATH. 


A Terrible Tragedy Enacted in the New 
Orleans Custom-House.

NEW ORLEANS, LA., March 11.—A desperate 
duel, or shooting affray, occurred yesterday 
in the clerk’s office of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, in the Custom House, in which one 
of the principals was killed and the o ther 
mortally wounded. Both of them are well- 
known men. Mr. M. E. Grace was a young 
lawyer who has been the Inspector of Cus- 
toms, and J. M. Brou has been for years one 
of the most conspicious men in the steamboat 
business. Mr. Grace, who had an admiralty 
suit before the United States District Court, 
was seated in the private or inner office of 
the clerk when Brou entered. The suit hap- 
pened to be against a friend Brou’s and 
the latter had interested himself in 


it. Stepping upto Grace he said: ‘‘ You ought 
to be more ofa gentleman than to take a case 
like that.“ Grace sprung from his seat, 
declaring he was as much of a gentleman and 
as good a man as Brou. The latter then struck 
him across the face with a light cane he car- 
ried, whereupon Grace drew his revolver and 
fired at Brou, the ball causing a mortal 
wound. Brous ered, but did not retreata 
step. Again he lifted his cane and struck 
Grace acrossthe face. Grace replied with a 
second shot which struck Brou on the chest; 
indeed, it was almost impossible to miss him 
asthe two stood within a few feet of each 
other. By this time Brou had got out his 
pistol anda numberof shot were fired, the 
two men facing each other resolutely. When 
Grace’s pistol refused to fire, he turned and 
ran toward the door as though to escape from 
the room. There were a number of persons 
in the room when the firing began, but these 
had scattered at the first shot, and the door, 
which had a spring lock, was then locked on 
the two men. Grace ran into the outer room 
to escape, pursued by Brou, who struck him 
over the head with the butt of his pistol. He 
tried the other door, but found it also locked. 
This was the last of the fight seen by the out- 
siders, for the two men were left shut up in 
the room together, with all the doors spring- 
locked. Another pistol shot was heard and 
then silence reigned within. The crowd 
without waited a few seconds and then 
entered the room. The two men lay 
on the floor close together, Grace 
stark dead at the door, which he had been 
trying to open, and Brou insensible and 
mortally wounded in the center of the room. 
Their fire had been wonderfully accurate. 
Every one of Grace’s bullets had taken effect, 
one entering Brou’s face, penetrating from 
cheek to cheek, another passing through his 
back and lodging in the abdominal cavity, 
and the third penetrating the right lung. 
Grace was shot through the arm and twice 15 
the chest. Most ot the shots were flred while 
the men were standing face to face and with 
their pistols almost touching each other’s 
breasts. 0 0 
Grace was 30 years of age, very popelee, and 
enjoyed a good practice. rou had been the 
agent of the French opera here, and was in 
vurious steamboat enterprises. He is a creole, 
86 years of age. He was regarded as a dan- 
gerous man to quarrel with, haying been the 
P in several duels, and last year in a 
uel with Mr. Evanste Poche, whom he 
wounded. Br ou was a married man.

THE FOOD SUPPLY. 


HOW THE CITY WOULD FEED ITSELF WITH 
RAILROAD TRAFFIC SUSPENDED. 


The Chance of a Famine in Fresh Meat— 
The Daily Local Consumption of Beef—A 
Shortage in the Butter Supply — The Egg 
and Poultry Markets—The Stock of Vege- 
tables on Hand. 


The question of whether in the event ofa 
long continued strike, which involved nearly 
all the railroads running into St. Louis, there 
would be danger of a shortness of supplies of 
necessary articles of food has received serious 
consideration lately. There are certain arti- 
cles, such as beef, which must be supplied 
fresh daily, and, in case of a complete railway 
isolation such as is threatened at present, the 
problem of the daily supply of the table would 
be one of paramount importance. The city 
would have to depend largely on its local re- 
sources for the daily food of its 500, 000 inhab- 
itants. These demands are, of necessity, large, 
and at present require the service of the rail- 
roads in large measure. 

An investigation of the present resources of 
the city proves them to be sufficient for a pro- 
longed siege of inactivity on the part of the 
railroads, a period probably longer than the 
strikers could remain idle and amply sufficient 
to give the railroads time to fill their places 
with new operatives. The most serious ques- 
tion is that of beef because it is mest used and 
is heavier in weight than any other staple. 
On a fair estimate the daily consumption of 
this city requires the slaughtering of about 


1000, head of ne Ae 500 or 600 pounds 
per head. There are over butchers in the 
city who sell from half a steer to six 
or eight a day. The average is at least two 
head to each butcher. 
THE LOCAL DEMAND THEREFORE 

is for 500,000 or 600,000 pounds daily of beef, 
the larger part of which is supplied by rail. 
Investigation among the butchers by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter did not discover any gen- 
uine apprehension ofa serious shortage, al- 
though there was wonderful unanimity in the 
opinion that the price would undoubtedly ris 6 
as the strike continued. Already the beef 
market has felt the influence of 
the pressure and the price has 
fisen K of a cent since the strike opened. 
Michael Foerstel, whose duties as Meat In- 
spector has given him excellent opportunities 
to learn all about the meat market, said that 
he did not anticipate any serious shortage in 
the meat supply. Our meat at present is 
received from the East, said he; ‘‘thatis, 
east of here, to a large extent. The gattie 
from the West have been sent to Ohio and 
Illinois to be fed for market, and are coming 
to us from the East, so that as long as we have 
eastern connections we are all right for sev- 
eral months. Then, in a short time, we 
will reach the period which is bo- 
tween the marketing of the corn-fed 
cattle and of the grass-fed cattle, when our 
supply comes largely from the dairies which 
supply the city with milk. All of these dairies 
are within driving distance of St. Louis and 
could supply the city with fresh beef for some 
time. Driving 100 miles or sois not uncom- 
mon and within this radius there are enough 
cattle to keep the city well supplied fora 
month aleast. The price would certainly go 
up some, but not a great deal and there wouid 
be abundance of fresh meat.’’ The fresh 
pork season is practically over and as for salt 
ork there would be little difficulty in supply- 
ng _ local demand from the supply within 
reach. 

IN THE BUTTER SUPPLY 
there isalready a serious shortage and the 
price is beginning to feel it. By a fair esti- 
mate based on the receipts and shipments, not 
less than 25,000 pounds of butter, or its equiv- 
alent, butterine, are consumed daily inthe 
city. As long as connection can be had with 
the East this demand could very nearly be 
satisfied from Eastern dairies, creameries and 
farms, and without railroad connection a 
small proportion of the demand could be sat- 
istied by river, so that butter, in case of a long 
continued general strike, would become a 
very expensive luxury, which would grace the 
tables of the rich.
